New Places ior the Arts, Bbok Two and its predecessor 
Mew Places for the Arts (pybli^hifd [wo years ago) dramatize 
Iho GOmmament to tiacilities mi^dB by arts organizations 
and agexicies all over the coumtiy— a commitnient which is 
having a signiiicant impact on Ihe quahty ot liJe and 1h© 
physical environment of; niany neighborhoods and urban 
o©nters. 

Batore buildin\g new arts iasCiJities, the people who 
dire gomg lo operate and use tham should be cEosely in- 
valved in th^a p; -cess of plannLn=g the places. Since few ^arts 
admmiitr.atQrs get an opporlr unify to help plan more than 
orn) new arts center, there aren't manY experienced people 
(apart uom dmign consultants) takmg part m the planning 
process And, Sincg there acen't many places where one 
can learn the process, arts administrators often hnd that 
they don't got all th©y really want in a new buUding.. 

Tq improve this unproductivesituation, two orgamza = 
tions ran a weekend workshop in Cincinnati at the end oi 
1977. The workshop, called a "Design^In/' was cosponsored 
by the American Council for the Arts and the American 
In^stitute of Architects, and received a grant ^rom the Archi- 
i^ctuie ^ Environmentai Arts PrograrY^ of the National 
Endowment for the A.rts. For two days architects and arts 
administrators jointCy e-xplored th© process oi designing a 
coimnmnity arts center The architects learned at first hand 
what arts people want and expect from facihties, and the 
adminLstratofs djicovered how to get m tuna with what 
architects are striving ior: 

The emphasis of a Design -In is on the process oi 
intefchangmg information and ideas Bince the iinal result 
cannot ba an absolute solution to any community's *'real 
ill©" problem Participants split into groups for designing 
a f.dCility to meet the r'Squirements of a design program 
written by the workshop organizers. The program outlined 
what the proposed art center should contain, such as an 
auditorium, a gallery, an education center, olficee, stoage, 
and toiJets= The program also described in gejueral terms 
vvhere tbe buildmg is, e.g., m a ciity on the Eastern seaboard, 
and what the climate would be. Since the workshop groups 
were creating many of their own rules as they progressed, 
some chaniged the criteria to suit their own prelerences 
and thus the Eastern ciljy budding could become a South= 
western suburban site. 

A universal sentimen'l appeared by tht end oi the 
day; Fitting the prograrm into^a building was the least import 
tant thing that happened. Whoia everyone carne into agree- 
ment was m the importance of the process of creating an 
aits center— finding when to bring in the specialists in

council member from the South said that because oi what 
h^e learned from the workshop he wmB going fo set up a 
seaich committee, with an architect on xt, to find out ii 
his old city hdll redilly should be reno\^ated for an arts center 
ds evtryone had asGuimed or v^hethar they should look at 
diteiTfiatiVE old buildin.gs, or even il it would, be more eco- 
nomical t'O build an^w and get the Qjcact facilities that the 
city r<?.ail V n.f)*-ids 

The pfocess of planning requires a great deal of 
dt tun tion, and we hope that workshops such as the Cincin- 
nati Design in will help arts people to understand some 
ol the basic steps of the process The previous volume of 
Nffw P/oce.y hr the Arts gave a check list of planning steps, 
and amoF7,g other topics it discusced three aspects oi plan- 
niny thd'f deBerve io be surntnaru^ed here Make sure you 
can afford to operate what you are planning to bviild, look 
for pa^t/teis to share the cost oi building and ma,i:n\*aining 
your facility, and ensuire that your buiiding and its pirograms 
will be accesaible to the handicapped. 

These topiCi have become more critical m the last 
two years because of the hiigh costs oi > energy and labor and 
becays^e ol the federal mandates that require accessibility 
^ior all people to public buildingi: Infofmation on conserving
